SALES LEVY 


(BY A CORRESPONDENT.) - 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Spe- 
cial.j—Special taxes rather than a 
general sales tax were favored by Sec 
retary of the Treasury Mellon before 
the house ways and means committee 
today, in discussing possible sources 
of revenue for a soldiers’ bonus. 

Mr. Melion did not undertake to rec- 
ommend any of the proposed forms of 
tax, nor did he approve a soldierg 
bonus, but he expressed a preference 
for taxes on selected transdctions 
rather than other forms of tax which 
have been proposed, 

Doubts Foreign Bond Plan. 

Sale of foreign bonds to raise funds 


‘for a bonus was opposed by the secre 


tary, who said that it would cost more 
to market the foreign bonds than to 
sell bonds of the United States gov- 
ernment. He doubted also whether suf. 
ficient interest would be available from 

loans soon enough to provide 
fér the bonus. It was his estimate 


that $850,000,000 would be necessary | 


during the firet two years. 

“In theory, a general sales tax ts all 
right,” Mr. Mellon said. “But it is 
a difficult thing to work out equitably. 

Opposes Normal Tax Advance. 

“An increase in the corporation tax 

would be impracticable. Likewise an 


increase in the normal tax would not} 


be wise, as the normal tax rates are 
now higher than they should, 
“Among the special taxes which 
could be imposed would be an increase 
in the documentary tax applying on 
the transfer of securities, which could 
be made to raise $40,000,000. An in 
crease of 50 cents per 1,000 in the tax 
on cigarets would produce $25,000,000. 
An increase of 2 Cents per pound in the 
tax on chewing and smoking tobacco 
would yield $5,000,000. - There could be 
a tax on bank checks, which does not 
seem to be popular, but is practical 
That would produge $80,000,000 at 2 
‘cents per check.”

_™ There are many possibilities in the 
future field,” said Col. J. G. Vincent of 
Packard, and one of the engineering 
leaders,. “among the revolutionary 
cooling of motors, turbines, alloy 
steels, new fuels, body lines. My opin- 
fon is that development work during 


_the coming decade will be confined | 


largely to simplification and bringing 
construction to a standard basis. 
Greater endurance and absolute free- 
dom from repairs and adjustments will 
come throughout the entire field—and 
goon. se 

“The car of. today, I believe, has 
reached the peak of its. mecha gical de- 
velopment,” says Frank Angted. 


“For the next two years at least I 


look for a steady refinement of the 
general principles we have worked-out 
in the last ten years. 
“I do not expect to pal ahs marked 
engineering changes in the near fu- 
ture,” said E. 8. Jordan, “but I do 
fexpect to see our gngiheers cut the 
operating expense of motors more and 
more through. simplification of parts 
and assembly. The motor car of ‘toda 
is just about an engineering ideal.”

GAIN, HUMANE 
SOCIETY FINDS 


“ Moonshine cases!” handled by the 
Illinois Humane society in the Court 
of Domestic Relations totaled 221 in 
1921, 160 more than in 1920, according 
to the society's annual report issued 
yesterday. Of the 221 seventy-six were 
women. 

Other activities of the society in- 
cluded the reconciliation of twenty 
estranged couples and examination of 
770 children for evidences of cruelty. 
Two tenant-landlord squabbles were 
adjusted, 250 homes examined, a 
children’s home and fifty-one wife- 
beating cases investigated, and 
eighteen old people befriended. 

Complaints of cruelty to domestic 
animals number 2,848. Ninety cases of 
cruelty to animals were prosecuted, re- 
sulting in fines totaling $1,936.
